a survey of the Appomattox river be­ 
tween Petersburg anil Farmville, w ithe 
view of developing water power squints 
toward the establishment of more mills 
in Virginia. 
th e value of the south’s magnificent 
wafer powers has received practical rec­ 
ognition in the plants for its utilization 
in \ irginia, the Carolinas, Georgia aud 
Alabama, but there is much of such 
power still going to waste.

resources in oil and the immense coal 
deposits still to bo worked, it is obvious 
that the south will have no shortage in 
this respect for many centuries.
